Bupplamenting this, Jacoh Neime, o
will known flsherman on the river here,
apposred on the scene yesterday and
viewed the remains at the morgne, pro-
nouncing them to be those of his late
partner, Paul Pouldsen, whose name in
the old country was Panl Pavo, and
